Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since  1989,  Gwyn  Young  has  been  head 
coach  of  the  Lady  Wolves  basketball  team  for  26  years.  Since  coming  to  Co-Lin,  he 
has  seen  his  team  win  title  after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record  of  559  wins  and  175 
losses  to  rank  him  in  the  top  winningest  NJCAA  coaches  in  the  nation. 

The  Lady  Wolves  accomplishments  during  Coach  Young's  stay  have  been  numer- 
ous: 16  regular  season  1st  place  finishes,  10  South  Division  Championships,  14  State 
Tournaments  Appearances,  State  Championships  in  1993,  1997,  1999,  and  2002. 
Runner-up  State  Champions  1983,  1984,  and  1998,  Runner-up  Region  XXIII 
Championships  in  1990,  1996,  1998,  1999,  and  2000.  Region  XXIII  Champions  in 
1989,  1993,  1997  and  2002,  National  Tournament  appearances  in  1989,  1993,  1997  and  2002.

An  "up  and  down"  year  for  the  Wolves  men's  tennis  fin- 
ished on  a  very  high  note  with  the  team  being  named  the  #1 
team  in  the  Nation  in  academics.  Although  the  team  fin- 
ished with  a  12-7  won  loss  record  and  third  in  the  MACJC 
State  Tournament,  three  players  earned  Academic  All- 
American  (two  players  were  Distinguished  Academic  Ail- 
Americans)  honors  and  led  the  team  to  a  national  champi- 
onship "Academic  Team  of  the  Year."  The  team  GPA 
(3.559)  was  not  only  the  highest  in  the  nation  among  men's 
NJCAA  tennis  programs,  but  was  also  the  highest  among 
all  men's  sports  in  both  fall  and  spring. 

"Needless  to  say,  we're  all  quite  proud  of  this  group  of 
student-athletes,"  says  veteran  Coach  Mike  Mclntyre. 
"We've  had  two  Academic  All- Americans  on  teams  in  the 
past,  but  never  three!" 

After  finishing  as  State/Regional  Runners-up  and  18th 
(with  the  highest  point  total  among  Mississippi  teams)  at 
the  NJCAA  Nationals  at  Tyler  JC  in  2001,  we  were  certain- 
ly hoping  for  a  similar  result  in  2002.  The  Wolfpack  was 
among  the  National  Top  20  teams  in  the  fall  ITA 
(Intercollegiate  Tennis  Association)  poll.  But,  after  losing 
five  players  for  various  reasons  at  the  Christmas  break,  we 
had  to  do  some  heavy-duty  mid-year  recruiting  just  to  field 
a  complete  team.  Although  we  had  three  returning  players 
from  the  2001  squad,  we  had  to  scramble  to  fill  out  the  ros- 
ter at  the  Spring  Break. 

Returning  from  the  National  Top  20  2001  squad  were  #1 
singles  Mark  Caldwell  of  Lake  Charles,  Louisiana  ('01  #2 
doubles  state/regional  champ),  #2  Chad  Smith  of 
Brookhaven  ('01  #4  singles  state/regional  champ)  and  #3 
Big  Steve  Carter  of  Natchez.  Making  a  lot  of  progress  in 
the  fall  program  were  freshman  Ben  Lambert  and  Clay 
Ladd  both  of  Monticello. 

"Caldwell  did  an  outstanding  job  for  us  playing  #1  sin- 
gles, finishing  among  the  state's  top  four  singles  players  in 
both  his  freshman  and  sophomore  years.  Mark  will  be  hard 
to  replace  for  2003.  He  lost  to  the  state/regional  tournament 
champ  in  the  semi-finals  and  completed  his  CL  career  with 


a  30-14  singles  record  and  a  36-8  doubles  worksheet  (no.  4 
seed  in  #1  doubles  with  Chad  Smith  in  '02  losing  in  the 
tournament  semi's  and  #2  state/regional  champ  with  Jason 
Pierce  of  Monticello  his  freshman  year).  A  two-sport  man 
that  will  also  be  hard  to  replace  is  Smith  (also  on  Coach 
Dennis  Sims'  Wolves  basketball  team)  at  #2  singles.  One  of 
three  Wolfpack  Academic  All- Americans,  #2  Smith  fin- 
ished with  a  career  singles  record  of  31-11  (including  the 
'01  #4  state/regional  title)  and  as  a  state/regional  top  four 
seed  in  #1  doubles  with  a  record  of  30-12  (with  Caldwell  in 
'02  and  Richard  White  of  Natchez  as  a  freshman).  Big 
Steve  Carter  at  #3  singles  is  a  third  sophomore  which  will 
be  missed,  finishing  his  CL  career  with  a  25-15  singles 
record  and  a  11-9  doubles  tally  (Carter  was  a  #5  singles 
specialist  his  freshman  year).  Lambert  played  #4  singles 
last  spring  and  had  mixed  results  during  his  rookie  season 
with  a  10-10  record  and  teamed  with  Carter  at  #2  doubts 
for  a  10-9  worksheet.  Even  though  he  was  recruited  at 
Spring  Break  and  was  recovering  from  an  injury  (he  broke 
his  hand  at  the  end  of  December),  DeBold  wound  up  col- 
lecting a  13-6  record  playing  #5  singles  (losing  only  to  the 
state/regional  champ  in  his  bracket)  and  partnering  with 
Mike  Mclntyre,  Jr.  (another  mid-year  recruit  and  CL's  dou- 
bles specialist)  on  the  #3  doubles  team  which  was  among 
the  top  four  seeds  at  the  tournament.  The  late-corner  duo  of 
DeBold  and  Mclntyre  lost  to  the  state  champs  in  the  semi's. 
In  addition  to  putting  together  a  14-6  record  in  doubles, 
DeBold  and  Mclntyre  earned  the  distinction  as 
Distinguished  Academic  All- Americans  for  their  classroom 
work. 

Playing  at  #6  singles,  Ladd  managed  to  be  among  the 
top  four  seeds  in  his  bracket  at  the  state  tournament  and 
accumulated  a  14-5  record  as  a  singles  specialist. 

Graduation  claimed  five  of  our  seven  players  from  the 
'02  squad  with  only  Lambert  and  Ladd  scheduled  to  return. 
We  have  a  number  of  good  looking  freshmen  coming  into 
the  program  in  the  fall.  Jeff  Williams  of  Silliman  Academy 
(LA)  and  Bert  Rocconi  of  Cleveland,  MS  are  two  of  our 
top  freshman  with  considerable  high  school  playing  experi- 
ence. Other  local  stars  are  Anthony  Rogers  of  Lawrence 
County  and  Ryan  Canon  of  Brookhaven  Academy. 

"We  just  didn't  have  very  many  senior  tennis  players 
graduating  in  our  Co-Lin  district  this  past  spring.  We  may 
have  to  conduct  another  mid-year  recruiting  campaign, 
since  our  numbers  are  looking  very  slim  for  the  fall."
